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PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
SHROPSHIRE 



Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Shropshire will be published on 1 October 1992. These are part of the 
fifth set of recommendations to be published as part of the general review 
of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

The Commission recommend that Shropshire should be represented by five 
constituencies (one more than the present number) . Announcements being 
published in the local press give details of the recommendations and 
explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes are available for 
inspection by the public - usually at the district council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject to 
these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as nearly 
equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules if 
special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 

The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates: 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota 
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throughout the period of the general review. The electoral quota is 
arrived at by dividing the electorate in England on the enumeration date 
by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date is the date when the 
commencement of the general review was announced (21 February 1991). The 
electorate in England on the enumeration date was 36,302,984 which, when 
divided by the existing number of seats (524), produces an electoral quota 
69,281. 

At the start of the review, the electoral quota was published as 69,279 on 
the understanding that the total electorate in England was 36,301,984. 
However, it later came to light, that a return from a District Council 
contained an error in one of the ward figures resulting in an undercount 
of 1,000 electors. The increase of two in the electoral quota has not 
changed the theoretical entitlement to seats (see Provisional 
Recommendations below) of this County. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6JP. 
In this case, the representation period ends on 1 November 1992. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory , 

Implementation of the recommendations 

Under the present law the Commission must submit their report on the 
general review for the whole of England to the Home Secretary between 1 
February 1993 and 31 January 1998 but legislation under consideration by 
Parliament brings that date forward to 31 December 1994. It is the Home 
Secretary's duty to lay the Commission's report before Parliament together 
with a draft Order in Council giving effect to the recommendations with or 
without modifications. The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of 
Parliament for approval and, after it is made, the new constituencies take 
effect at the next general election. 



Provisional Recommendations 

The Commission have provisionally decided to allocate an extra, fifth, seat 
in Shropshire to take account of growth in The Wrekin District. 

Shropshire currently has . four constituencies with a parliamentary 
electorate of 313,966. This number of electors, when divided by the 
electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 4.53 seats. 

If four seats were retained, the average constituency electorate in the 
county (the county average) would be 78,492, which is 9,211 more than the 
electoral quota, whereas with five seats, the county average would be

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62,793, which is 6,488 less than the electoral quota. The Commission have 
therefore provisionally decided to allocate five seats to Shropshire. 

The electorates of the existing seats range from 68,725 (Ludlow CC), which 
in terms of area is the tenth largest seat in England, to 90,980 (The 
Wrekin BC), which in terms of electorate is the fifth largest seat in 
England.. Whilst there has been some growth in the electorates of the other 
districts in Shropshire, the primary reason for the increase in the 
electorate of the county has been Telford New Town, which is part of The 
Wrekin District and is the main growth point for the whole of the West 
Midlands Region. 

The Commission, however, considered that The Wrekin District was not of a 
sufficient size to justify the allocation of two whole seats to the 
district. The electorates of both seats would be only 52,000, which is 
10,000 below the county average and 17,000 below the electoral quota. In 
order to bring the electorates nearer the county average, wards from an 
adjoining District would have to be included in one or both of the proposed 
constituencies . 

The Commission considered that Shrewsbury and Atcham Borough, which apart 
from a minor change to the boundary with North Shropshire District forms 
the current Shrewsbury and Atcham CC, need not be altered despite having 
an electorate that was over 9,000 in excess of the county average. The 
Commission considered that any changes would inevitably mean that local 
ties would be broken between the outlying parts of the Borough and the town 
of Shrewsbury. The Commission also noted that the electorate of the 
Borough had been stable over the last five years. 

The Commission further propose that the current North Shropshire CC should 
be reduced in size to contain only North Shropshire District and Oswestry 
Borough . 

The Commission considered that the four wards in the north-east part of 
Bridgnorth District, around Albrighton and Shifnal, had ties with The 
Wrekin District, having formed part of The Wrekin seat until 1983. 
Therefore, it is proposed that the current Ludlow CC be reduced in size to 
contain the remaining sixteen wards of Bridgnorth District and the whole 
of South Shropshire District. 

The Commission decided that the proposed Telford seat would contain as much 
of the New Town area as possible. The remaining eighteen wards of The 
Wrekin District would combine with the four wards from Bridgnorth District 
to form the proposed The Wrekin seat. 

The composition of the five new constituencies provisionally recommedned 
would be (1991 electorates in brackets): 

LUDLOW COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (58,316) The District of Bridgnorth wards: 
Alveley, Bridgnorth Castle, Bridgnorth East, Bridgnorth Morfe, Bridgnorth 
West, Broseley, Claverley, Ditton Priors, Glazeley, Harrington, Highley, 
Kinlet, Morville, Much Wenlock, Stottesdon, Worfield; The District of South 
Shropshire. 

NORTH SHROPSHIRE COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (68,301) The District of North 
Shropshire; The Borough of Oswestry. 
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SHREWSBURY AND ATCHAM COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (72,052) The Borough of 
Shrewsbury and Atcham. 

TELFORD BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (57,194) The District of The Wrekin wards: 
Brookside, Cuckoo Oak, Dawley Magna, Hollinswood/Randley , Ironbridge (The 
Gorge), Ketley Bank, Langley, Lawley, Madeley, Malinslee, Priorslee, 
Stirchley, Wombridge, Woodside, Wrockwardine Wood.

Albrighton, Idsall , Manor, Sherif fhales ; The District of The Wrekin wards:
